Plus, with this musicians’ musician’s col- 
lection, you'll also thrill to rarer selections 
like Schubert’s ‘The Trout’ Quintet, Bizet’s 
Symphony No. 1 and Skriaban’s Prelude in 
E Minor. Frankly, it’s one of the finest col- 
lections of classical music ever. Period.
